Alberta Capital Has Experienced a 
Pretentious Building Boom. 

In spite of peak costs of construc- 
tion, the season of 1920 has scen a 
very pretentious amount of new 
building carried on in Edmonton, Al- 
berta. The total value of permits is- 
sued reaches $3,166,955.00. The total 
for last year was $838,541.00, Sev 
¢ral large wholesale buildings are in- 
cluded in these figures, notably the 
big structures of Marshall-Wells and 
Revillon’s, In all thirteen permits 
were issued for new warehouses, In 
all $1,110,350 was involved. 

Sixteen public buildings were au- 
thorized, the extent of this new con- 
Struction amounting to $1,331,300.00, 
New dwellings raised the building 
total another $185,041, while additions 
and alterations to the number of one 
hundred and sixty permits amounted 
to $141,449. Twenty-three new stores 
and offices were listed to cost $185,- 
750. The other $13,065 in the total 
was accounted for by sixty permits 
to erect small buildings and garages.

Halpin vs.Grant et al 


In the case of Halpin vs, Grant et 
al, Stephen Halpin, of Coaldale, a rail- 
toad telegraph operator, sued Grant 
Smith and Co, and Donnell Ltd., for 
the sum of $3,350 damages, alleged 
to have been sustained by himself per- 
sonally and to the car he was driving 
through falling into an open irriga- 
tion ditch on the public highway one 
mile east of Barnwell, excavated by 
the defendants, on the night of Sep- 
tember 14th, 1919. Plaintiff was re- 
presented by Mr. Savary, K.C., and 
Mr. McKenna, and the defendants by 
Mr. Sinclair, K.C. and Mr. Goodall. 

The case as given to the jury was 
the plaintiff suffered damages from 
the negligence of the defendants in 
excavating and leaving unfenced and 
uniighted a trench across a public 
highway one mile east of the village 
of Barnwell, so. that the said road 
was dangerous and unsafe to persons 
driving along it. Further that the 
plaintiff while he was on the 14th of 
September, 1919, driving an automo- 
bile along the said road, at about half 
past nine C.P.R. time in the evening, 
could not and did not see the said 
trench and drove his car into the ditch 
and thereby sustained severe personal 
injuries and the car was completely 
wrecked. By reason of such persona! 
injuries the plaintiff suffered great 
pain and has been and still is prevent- 
ed from attending to his occupation of 
a railroad telegraph operator, and has 
thereby sustained great loss and in- 
curred expense, surgical and medical 
attendance, and for nursing and at- 
tendance. Damages claimed are made 
up as follows: damage to automobile 
$800, medical expenses $50, general 
damages $2,500, with costs of the ac- 
tion. The accident occurred as glain- | 
tiff was returning from Bow Island to | 
Coaldale, and both he and his car 
were landed in the bottom of the ditch. 
The plaintiff was accompanied at the 
time by T, Drinkwater who went-for 
aid. 

The defendants deny negligence, 
pleading th e Irrigation Act, the Motor 
Vehicle Act, and the Rura} Munici- 
palities Act. It is further averred
